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PART III SECOND OFFICE ACTION 

1. Applicant's drawing correction should be submitted to PTO 
for approval as soon as possible. This application would not be 
allowable unless the drawing correction has been approved. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the panel moved horizontally (claim 7), 
the remote control (claims 8,16,17), and manually operated moving 
means (claim 5) must be shown or the feature cancelled from the 
claim. No new matter should be entered. 

3. Claims 1-8,12-13,16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims are rejected because of the following reasons: 

Claims 1,18,19, inside the preamble, the expression 
"and the like" is indefinite. 

Claim 4, line 2, the phrase "said cover" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. This phrase should be changed to — said 
cover means — . 

Claim 17, line 1, the preamble "A housing" is 
inconsistent with the independent claim 18 "Cover unit" 
which claim 17 depends upon. 

In all independent claims (1,18,19), the first phrase 
"Cover unit" should be changed to — A cover unit — because 
all dependent claims used "A cover unit", therefore, the 
independent claims should use the same to be consistent. 


4. Claims 1-8, 12-13, 16-22 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 


6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P. 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time 
policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a).
